17—We were at a picnié on a 
coffee finca, or farm, outside 

this ancient 
city. A ma- 
rimba_ band 
was playing. 
Shy Indian 
girls began to 
pass fresh- 
cooked tortillas 
with the first 
course — black 
bean soup. .

man whom I thought to be one 
of the Guatemalan agriculturists 
giving the picnic, picked up @ 
tortilla and said:

Gets Life; Children’s 
Trial Is Asked Today 


Brother Is Convicted of Robbery 
After Sentencing of Mrs. Lathan 


CLARKESVILLE, Nov. 17—Two hours after Mrs. Elsie 
Mae Lathan was sentenced to life imprisonment for murder, 
her ‘brother, Felt LeCount, was found guilty of robbery of 
$565 from Lee Cash. 

A Habersham County jury fixed LeCount’s punishment 
at two years and recommended that his case be treated as 
a misdemeanor. But Judge John E. Frankum delivered a 
scorching lecture to LeCount and deferred sentencing until 
Thursday. 

“Felt, you've been in court with criminal cases against 
vou since you were knee-high to a duck, haven't you?’’ the 
judge said. 

“Yessir, I have,” the defendant replied. He admitted 
serving terms for bootlegging and car stealing. . 

“TI expect I know more about you than you know about 
yourself,” Judge Frankum said. “I used to represent you 
when you were a little shaver. I prosecuted you when I was 
solicitor general and. now I’m having to deal with you as 
judge.”’ 

Judge Frankum said the laws of Georgia “throw a cloak 
and a shield around a man on trial’ and the jury did not 
have the benefit of information on his criminal record.- He 
said. he did not believe in going against the recommendation ° 
of a jury, “‘but I don’t know that I can make up my mind to 
treat this as a misdemeanor.”’

the meeting produced no commit- 
ments for later foreign policy 
meetings and no agreed mecha- 
nism for conducting them. 


It was plain the day’s meeting 
eased, though perhaps did not 
resolve, one of the President’s 
basic problems in dealing with 
the dominant Democrats. This 
involves resentment by powerful 
Democrats that he has not strong- 
ly disavowed the charges of some 
Republican campaign speakers 
suggesting that the entire Demo- 
cratic Party was associated with 
subversion.

Raise Fare, Cut Frills, 
Man O’?War Advised 


The Central of Georgia will have to continue full operations of 
its ‘‘Man O’War’’ passenger service between Atlanta and Columbus, 
pending tests on fare increases suggested Wednesday by the Georgia 


Public Service Commission. 

The commission delayed its final 
decision until May 1, 1955, on the 
railroad’s request to discontinue 
one of the two daily round trips, 
which handle 50,000 passengers 
annually. 

It suggested that all four “Man 
O’War” trains (two each way) 
eliminate a special low-cost five- 
day round-trip rate and abolish 
“tavern” cars. This would offset 
most of the estimated $56,000 an- 
nual loss, the commission chair- 
man, Matt McWhorter, said. 

The commission suggested that 
the trains charge the normal 1.98 
cents per mile, instead of offering 
five-day round-trip rates of 1.51 
cents per mile. It noted that the 
Central's fare on these lines is 


lower than the 2.47 cents per mile 
maximum permitted by the com- 
mission, and that it is consider- 
ably lower than bus lines. The 
one-way fare is 2.2 cents per mile 
on the “Man O’War.”’ 

The higher fare and ¢limination 
of the costly “‘tavern” car would 
save the road $43,000 a year, the 


‘commission estimated. 


Since citizens along the line 
testified they would rather pay 
higher fares than lose the service, 
the commission said it didn’t think 
the suggestions would reduce the 
number of passengers. It sug- 
gested the test immediately to de- 


termine whether the public. will). 


patronize all four “‘Man O’War’’ 
trains under the -increased. fare. 


gave consideration to the pro- 
posed Soviet amendments and 
that negotiations | will continue 
“within the framework” of the 
resolution.

Georgia’s milk distributors have 
been ordered to furnish the State 
Milk Control Board with detailed 
records of all milk purchases, 


price-cutting. 

The orders were issued by the 
board Wednesday, and Chairman 
Charles G. Duncan said they are 
aimed specifically at “two or 
three’”’ Atlanta distributors but 


will affect all of the 260 milk dis- 
tributors in the state and about 
12,000 stores and cafes that sell 
milk at retail. 


One order, effective Jan. 1, re- 


monthly reports on practically 
every transaction involving a sup- 


vertising costs and customer en- 
tertainment. 


The other order requires retail- 
ers to report, also under oath, any 
discount or rebate received from a 
distributor. The retailer also must 
notify the board, giving reasons, 
whenever he changes distributors. 

Duncan said the orders do not 
affect producer-distributors who 
produce 51 per cent of the milk 
they handle. But there are less 
than half dozen of these in the 
state, he said.

Youngdahl 
Free of U.S. 
QOuster Heat 


By J. W. DAVIS 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (#—The 
Justice Department has decided 
against any further steps to re- 
move Judge Luther W. Youngdahl 
from the Owen Lattimore case. 


U.S. Dist. Atty. Leo A. Rover, 
who has accused Youngdahl of bias 
toward Lattimore, announced the 
decision of his superiors today. 

Lattimore, Far East affairs 
specialist and educator, is due to 
go on trial Jan. 10, with 
swearing falsely to a Senate sub- 
committee he had never followed 
the Communist line or promoted 
Communist causes. 


7 COUNTS 


Lattimore was originally indict- 
ed in 1952 on seven counts. When 
the proceeding reached Youngdahl 
he threw out the key count — that 
Lattimore lied when he swore he 
had not been a Communist sym- 
pathizer or promoter — and three 
lesser counts. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals upheld 
Youngdahl on dismissal of the key 
count but reinstated two of the 
other three Youngdahl had thrown 
out. 

Rover later obtained another 
two-count indictment which in 
effect replaced the key charge 
Youngdahl dismissed. The main 
difference is that the new indict- 
ment speaks of following the Com- 
munist line and promoting Red 
causes, rather than ‘“‘sympathiz- 
ing.”’ 


“TOO VAGUE” 


Youngdahl held that the original 
central charge was too vague and 
he also expressed doubt as to the 
strength of others. 

Rover, in turn, asked the judge 
to disqualify himself from the trial 
on grounds he had ‘‘a fixed per- 
sonal bias and prejudice’’ in favor 
of Lattimore. Youngdahl rejected 
this as “‘scandalous.’”’ He refused 
to step aside and let some other 
judge hear the case. 

Today’s Justice Department de- 
cision was not to appeal from 
Youngdahl’s refusal. 

In advance of the trial date 
Youngdahl must rule on defense 
motions to dismiss the new indict- 
ment. Lattimore’s lawyers con- 
tended that its charges were 
solely out of speculative matters 
of opinion and belief.’’ 

Rover today filed & brief oppos- 
ing the motion to dismiss. He said 
examination of the 196-page de- 
fense motion “reveals that 187 
pages thereof consists of factual 
argument which is irrelevant, im- 
pertinent and immaterial. Defen- 
dant’s complaint can be reduced 
to an objection to the mere fact 
that he was indicted.”’

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McCarthy’s Bluff 
Must Not Succeed 


The Senate hearings on the McCarthy 
censure motion promise to be as long 
drawn out as was the Army television de- 
bate that preeeded them. And throughout 
it all the couritry suffers from the division 
of the GOP and the preoccupation with 
an internal cleavage that to the outside 
world appears puerile and silly. 

Efforts are still being made to reach 
a compromise. If one should be reached, 
the Wisconsin solon will have won a 
major victory. He will emerge as the 
most powerful Republican in the Senate— 
a ruthless, arrogant and virulent leader 
of the extreme right wing. 

Let no one think that Sen. McCarthy 
will be chastened in the least. If this op- 
portunity to achieve some sanity in con- 
gressional investigations and to restore 
the battered balance of powers concept in 
our government is lost, the end to McCar- 
thyism is not in sight. 

The term McCarthyism is unfortunate. 
Attached to the senator to describe his 
ruthless methods, it is in reality a much 
more serious symptom. 

Shrewd analysts, including the most 
sober of American newspapers such as 
the New York Times and the Christian 
Science Monitor, correctly have diag- 
nosed this symptom as being that of a 
chronic disease. McCarthyism is an ex- 
pression of the radical right—the right 
that expressed itself in Germany as na- 
tional socialism, in Italy in the doctrines 
of Benito Mussolini and in Spain by those 
of Franco. 

Using the fear of communism as the 
base, this newest onslaught against the 
United States Bill of Rights and the Con- 
stitution has attained huge proportions 
when the United States Senate shows its 
fear in inaction. This shrinking inclina- 
tion to dissent and to uphold the indi- 
vidualism of Thomas Jefferson is the most 
dangerous tendency of our time.

May the Oaks of Saint 
Simons Outlive Us All 


The Glynn County commissioners 
mercifully have decided to stop the felling 
of the magnificent live oaks of St. Simons 
Island. 

The reprieve came after aroused tree 
lovers and garden clubbers violently pro- 
tested the destruction of some of the most 
beautiful of the island trees, all in the 
name of progress. 

One was listed for destruction to make 
room for a traffic light. Sawing this one 
through was halted in the nick of time. 
Others, and they included some of the 
most famous specimens on St. Simons, 
were cut down when some of the island’s 
sandy lanes were paved. 

While a straight line may be the short- 
est distance between two points it is not 
necessarily the prettiest. A curve in the 
road or a small center park could have 
saved some of these trees, and the howl 
that went up from island beauty lovers 
when they were cut may result in no more 
careless removals. At least the commis- 
sioners have promised to consult admirers 
of the oaks before any more are destroyed. 

The glory of St. Simons is its foliage, 
the thing that sets it apart from the bar- 
ren beach resorts of most of the east. And 
of all the island’s plants and trees, the 
great evergreen oaks are the things that 
catch and fascinate the eyes of visitors 
from other sections. 

The oaks of St. Simons are famous in 
history and song. The timbers of the 
famous USS Constitution were cut 
there. The beauty of the oaks has in- 
spired poets, including Sidney Lanier. 
The island has a definite appeal for tour- 
ists, both of the summer and winter va- 
riety, and these trees are a great part of 
its charm. 

St. Simons without its oak-lined 
drives and evergreen forests would be 
just another place. There are enough 
commonplace communities in the world 
without reducing distinctive St. Simons 
to their level. 


Regulate Water Uses 
Before It Is Too Late 


The Georgia Waterways Commission 
has informed the state, via a special re- 
port, that the adoption of legislation to 
conserve water resources is a matter of 
vital necessity. | 

The report stresses that Georgia still 
rocks along under the old doctrine of 
riparian rights as far as water uses are 
concerned. This was fine for our ances- 
tors, when grist mills were the greatest 
demands made upon our streams. But 
the doctrine has little bearing in a mod- 
ern society where industry and agricul- 
ture daily find new uses for water. 

The analysis also stresses the fact 
that in the West, where water is: scarce, 
the states rigorously control and govern 
their water resources. Until very recently 
no state east of the Mississippi had laws 
concerning water rights above and below 
the ground. Mississippi and Virginia

passed general water laws this year, and 
as a result of some disputes over the use 
of surface water, South Carolina is con- 
sidering similar legislation. 

The commission in its report asked the 
General Assembly to adopt comprehen- 
sive laws with their object the “highest 
beneficial use of water in the interest 
of all the people,” a conclusion in which . 
we heartily concur) The report also asks 
that the state be given permission to 
build dams and other works in stream 
channels for the conservation and use of 
this natural resource. 

Water has been an abundant blessing 
in Georgia’s past, so abundant that a never 
failing supply has been taken for granted. 

With irrigation a coming thing, and 
industry using more and more water, 
even well-watered Georgia must start 
planning ahead on water uses.

Fast Nearing Routine

Pulse of the Public 


So easily accomplished was the first 
commercial airflight across the top of the 
world, it seemed almost casual. It was 
not that, but it was routine. And, in a 
sense it was safer than an ocean flight 
because, oddly enough, weather at the 
North Pole usually is better and more 
reliable than that of the transatlantic 
or Pacific crossings. 

Fittingly enough it was Scandinavian 
Airlines, flying an American-built and 
designed Douglas DC6B, which made the 
flight. It was a Scandinavian, Eric the 
Red, who first discovered America. It 
was the gallant and great Fridtjof Nan- 
sen, of Norway, who was the first truly 
great explorer of Polar regions. His ghost 
and that of others who suffered and died 
striving to reach the Pole must have 
looked on in wonder as the great ship 
droned easily on. 

The flight carried 40 passengers and 
crew of nine on a flight of 5,800 miles 
from Los Angeles to Copenhagen. From 
sunny California, over the North Pole, to 
Denmark’s mild winter required only 
22 hours and 28 minutes. 

The world indeed has shrunk. 

And for us there is warning of how 
easy would be an attack launched over 
the same route. Two Russian weather sta- 
tions were along the route of the com- 
mercial flight, but neither made radio 
contact. There will be two such flights 
each way each week. All those who have 
dreamed of going to the North Pole now 
have their chance. We trust nothing more 
than peaceful commercial passengers will 
ever use the route.

Big-Four Meeting 
Seems in Offing 


WASHINGTON—From all the evidence on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain, it is clear that 
events are building toward a meeting of the Big = 
Four chiefs of state—Malenkov, Eisenhower, Churchill and Mendes- 
France. 

The most significant clue that a Big-Four conference is in the 
making comes from the White House. It is the new tone with which 


President Eisenhower now discusses East-West relations. 


Until recently it was Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s habit to counter all ques- 
tions of a possible meeting with 
Malenkov with: “I’m willing to 
confer with the Russians any time, 
any place, BUT .. .”’ 


Today the President is pretty 
much taking the ‘“‘buts’’ out of his 
press-conference comments on So- 
viet policy. He may have healthy 
reservations in his mind — as we 
all do. But he isn’t talking about 
them. 

Premier Malenkov at a Krem- 
lin reception last week asked 
American Ambassador Bohlen and 
British Ambassador Hayter to in- 
form their governments that he 
would welcome an old-fashioned 
diplomatic get-together in a new ef- 
fcrt to settle old disputes. 


Sir Winston Churchill believes 
such a meeting would be desira- 
ble and might be productive. Since 
Sir Winston was first to alert the 
free world, in his famous Fulton, 
Mo., speech, to what the postwar 
Soviet regime was up to, he may 
well be proving himself first to 
alert the West to a new diplomat- 
ic opportunity. His 1946 warning 
was falsely branded by many as 
premature. It went too long un- 
heeded.

Neither President Eisenhower 
nor Prime Minister Churchill have 
any illusions that the Kremlin has 
become imbued with sweetness 
and light or is giving up its am- 
bition to engulf the world with 
communism. If the Soviet leaders 
are becoming more conciliatory, it 
is for other reasons. These rea- 
sons could be: 

That the Kremlin recognizes 
that its own dictatorship might 
well not survive a hydrogen war. 

That the Soviet leaders are fear- 
ful lest impetuous action by Red 
China might drag Russia into war 
and therefore want to ease the cold 
war in order to reduce that dan- 
ger. 

I am sure that Mr. Eisenhower 
does not expect a Big-Four meet- 
ing to produce any magic formu- 
la which would wave out of ex- 
istence the deep differences be- 
tween the Soviet world and the 
free world. But he has, I believe, 
reached the conclusion that such 
a conference would do no harm 
and might conceivably do good so 
long as the West keeps up its

MILITARY CODE 


He later inspected the com- 
pany, he said, and found the men 
well-dressed, responsive to or- 
ders, and looking like a ‘‘sea- 
soned outfit.” 

Col. Montgomery preferred 
charges in the case. 

Anderson is being tried on 
charges under ‘three articles of 
the military code, dealing with 
maitreatment and oppres- 
sien, conduct unbecoming an offi- 
cer and a gentleman, and conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. 

Col. Healey sustained a de- 
fense motion to dismiss the third 
charge dealing with conduct to 
the prejudice of good order, but 
the court overruled him in a 
closed session vote. The charge 
involved allegations that Ander- 
son threw trainees’ rifles to the 
ground when he found the weap- 
ons dirty at an inspection.

Rodney R. SteeJe doing exercises 
until exhausted, then being cov- 
ered with dirt by another 
trainee; Pvt. Steele and Pvt. 
Paul T. Ferguson taking sand 
baths, climbing a tree and shout- 
inf “‘I am a —— bird;”’ and Pvt. 
Alvin A. Gates performing ex- 
cessive exercises without justifi- 
cation. 

Pvt. Jack Caudill of Elkin, 
N.C., testified Wednesday that he 
had seen Ferguson and Steele, 
clad only in shorts, perched on 
tree limbs shouting: “I am a 
-—— bird.’ 

Under . cross-examination, Cau- 
die was asked: “‘You weren't too 
greatly concerned about the’ inci- 
dent ?’’ 

Caudle shrugged his shoulders, 
replied ‘‘no sir,’’ and added that 
after watching the men in the 
tree for about a minute he went 
back to his tent and went to 
sleep. 

“Did this company have a great 
many so-called eight-balls in it?”’ 
Maj. William B. Carne, defense 
counsel, asked. 

“Yes sir, it had quite a few 
in it,’’ the witness said. 

Caudle said that after Anderson 
joined the company the ‘‘eight- 
balls shaped up and became bet- 
ter soldiers.”’ 

“What was Pvt. Ferguson’s 
reputation for cleanliness in the 
company?” Caudle was asked. 

‘He don’t bathe,’’ Caudle re- 
plied. He said Ferguson ‘‘a lot 
of times was offensive to other 
members of the company’’ be- 
cause of lack of cleanliness. 

Pvt. Steele, bespectacled 
trainee who was an attorney in 
Lowndesboro, Ala., before being 
drafted, testified he did several 
push-ups under orders of Lt. An- 
derson. He said he became tired 
and could not complete the num- 
ber of push-ups ordered and that 
Anderson remarked:

good deal to restore a basic, if 
limited, harmony. 

The Democratic hierarchy may 
be described authoritatively as 
willing to go along with the Pres- 
ident on foreign policy, whatever 
differences may arise next year, 
under these conditions: 

1. That the President ‘‘put into 
action’’ today’s promise of con- 
sultation before policy is made 
or altered. 

2. That access to the President 
himself, and not merely to pres- 
idential subordinates, is kept open 
tu the senior Democrats whenever 
they may regard a world situa- 
tion as in crisis. 


James C. Hagerty, the Pres- 
ident’s press secretary, issued a 
summary to this effect: 

“The President opened the 
meeting by saying it is essential 
to have a continuing bi-partisan 
approach to foreign affairs and 
national security matters that will 
represent the best interests of 
our nation, regardless of which 
political party controlled the Con- 
gress. 

‘*The secretary of state present- 
ed a review of the international 
situation. He discussed U.S. par- 
ticipation in the Manila, London 
and Paris conferences, the Trieste 
and Saar settlements, and the 
President’s atoms-for-peace plan. 

“The President and the secre- 


tary urged the legislative leaders 
to give early consideration to 
ratification of the Manila pact 
and those sections of the Paris 
agreements which would grant 
sovereignty to the Federal Re 
public of Germany and admit 
that nation to membership in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion.”’

DYES PROVE VALUABLE 


Dyes injected in the spine or 
blood system Have proved valu- 
able in making more accurate 
diagnoses if nervous diseases, Dr. 
Yaskin said. He explained they 
enable the doctor ‘“‘to see things 
he couldn’t see otherwise’ on 
X-ray films. 

Other diagnostic tools, he said, 
are the electrocardiogram, the 
electroencephalogram (brain 
wave machine) and use of air in 
the brain. 


Advances in treating nervous 
diseases include use of the sulfa 
drugs and the antibiotics, Dr. 
Yaskin said. He said syphilis has 
been virtually eradicated with 
penicillin. Meningitis also has 
been virtually eradicated with 
penicillin. Meningitis also has 
been ‘“‘conquered’’ by the anti- 
biotics, Dr. Yaskin said. 

Improved neurosurgery also 
has prevented death or invalid- 
ism in many cases, he stressed. 


CAUSES OF DISEASES 


Causes of neurological diseases 
are related to the other basic 
sciences—and discovery of causes 
of infectious diseases aids in the 


prevention or treatment of nerv- 
ous diseases, Dr. Yaskin said. 

He said better obstetrics today 
‘tend to prevent organic nervous 
diseases in childhood.” 

Dr. Yaskin emphasized that he 
considers neurology ‘inseparable 
from internal medicine and psy« 
chiatry.” 

“A good neurologist,” he 
‘summed up, “must be, first and

$700 Million Aid Program 
To ROK Ends Hot Exchanges 


SEOUL, Thursday, Nov. 18 (#—The United States and South 
Korea yesterday signed an agreement for a 700 million dollar aid 
program, ending months of bitter exchanges between the two 
Korean War allies. 


Little South Korea finally bowed 
to U.S. demands that it try to 
stem inflation, balance its budget 
and adjust the foreign exchange 
rate—the latter the cause of an 
angry dispute last month. 

Ambassador Ellis O. Briggs, 
signing for the United States, 
called the agreement “a mile- 
stone in U.S.-Korean relations 
and a most important document.”’ 
Prime Minister Y.T. Pyun signed 
for Korea. 

In the fiscal year 1955, South 


Korea will get 450 million dollars 
in military aid and 250 million in 
economic assistance. 

South Korea agreed to adjust 
its exchange rate on Korean cur- 
rency, the hwan, from 254 up to 
310 to $1 U.S. South Korea had 
insisted the rate be left at 180 
to 1. Last month Korea for a 
time cut off all hwan advances 
too the U.S. Army, Which needs 
Korean currency to pay its Ko- 
rean employes.

It was an enlightening half-hour 
for everyone there. Prof. A. J. G. 
Priest, who teaches law at the 
University of Virginia as a voca- 
tion and tells jokes as a voca- 
.tion, proved to be as funny telling 
how to tell a joke as most folks 
are when they actually tell them. 

If his classroom is as happy as 
the dining hall in which he deliv- 
ered his after-dinner speech, the 
study of law at Virginia must be 
a delightful experience. 

Among Prof. Priest’s rules of 
humor are a few which are funda- 
mental: Be brief. Don’t permit 
too much ornamentation. Don't 
put too violent a strain on the 
listener’s imagination (except in 
the case of the shaggy dog). 
Never telegraph the punchline or 
the story is liable to fall colder 
than a heavyweight with a glass 
jaw. 

The worst breach of jokester’s 
etiquette is the stumble-bum who 
launches a story, then forgets 
the punchline when the yarn 
reaches its climax. This, says 
Priest, can lead to homicide. 

The professor suggests begin- 
ning your joke-telling with a self- 
deprecatory story—make yourself 
the brunt of the gag. 

Once started, never repeat a 
story unless it has some rele-

Story-Telling Rules 
(No Joke, Tech Told 


. By BILL DIEHL 
- A gentleman from Virginia showed up 
s ‘4 j Georgia Tech recently and, discarding for 
 ~ @a few moments his chosen profession of law, 
zave a 30-minute lecture on the art of telling a joke. 


‘‘The guy who starts off ‘Ah, that 
reminds me... ’,’” says Priest, 
“is a congenital liar. He’s usu- 
ally been sitting around waiting 
for a lapse in the conversation 
just to unearth some barnacle- 
encrusted obscenity his grandpa 
sold to the Police 
April 13, 1874. | 

‘‘Nothing reminded him of it. 
He just wants to inflict pain on 
someone besides his long-suffer- 
ing wife—who’s probably heard 
it at least a dozen times.” 

Priest also taboos the telling 
of the maculate story (dirty joke) 
unless the humor is strong enough 
to carry the smut. Smut for 
smut’s sake, he says, isn’t even 
funny in a Bowery barroom. 

But the professor’s pet peeve is 
the character who tells the dia- 
lect joke and hasn’t got any 
dialect. 

“Listen, did you ever hear 
some bona fide New England 
Yankee with a deep nasal twang 
try to tell a Southern Negro dia- 
lect story? Brother, a broken 
leg may be more painful—but 
not to a Southerner. 

Perhaps his best advice, how- 
ever, was a word to those who 
have not now, nor have they 
ever had, nor will they ever have, 
the ability to tell a joke. Some 
people just ain’t funny, says 
Priest. To these, Prof. Priest 
dedicated his last rule: 

Keep your big mouth shut.
